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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Liu et al is concerned with simultaneously filling 
surface features and removing any excessive metal deposited. Thus, Liu et al teach the combination of filling and removing, and it would 
have been considered obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have adpated the polishing pad of either Nagahara reference to include 
an electrode for effecting the electroplating reaction. It is also noted that the wafer worked upon by Nagahara had previously been filled 
by a suitable process such as electroplating. A reasonable expectation of successfully using rotating electrodes can be seen in Uzoh et al 
(US 5,91 1 ,619). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art to have rebalanced the rates of deposition with the adjusted 
rate of film removal when adapting the combination of Nagahara and Liu et al since one of ordinary skill in the art was aware that changing 
the pad configuration would have changed the rate of film removal. The motivation to combine comes from both references, Liu et al 
provides the advantage of simultaneous deposition of a film combined with leveling of the film by polishing and Nagahara et al suggest 
using the non-uniform pad to correct problems where non-uniform polishing occurred due to non-uniform contact with the workpiece.
